FALSE ALARMS OF FIRE

The Dublin Civic Guards spent some time 
last night investigating two cails which were 
made to the Central Station of the Fire 
Brigade and which proved to be false alarms, 

About 11.70 p.m. the first call was received, 
and the person who made the call said that 
there was a “very big fire” at 61 Adelaide 
road. All available sections of the bricade 
immediately went to the place, but no fire was 
to be seen. About thirty minutes later a 
second call was received at the fire station,

“ Che Shadowy Waters” 


One of the most interesting revivals at 
the Abbey Theatre will be that of “The 
Shadowy Waters” in a few weeks’ time. 
It is one of the earliest plays of the Irish 
Theatre, having been produced .for the 
first time on 14th January, 1904—nearly 
a year before the foundation of the Abbey 
Theatre. This very delicate poetic play 
by Mr. W. B. Yeats has not been seen in 
the theatre for very many years, but its 
beauty will bring it a large number of 
new friends when it is revived.

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Aston s Quay 


With the coming of the brighter days 
attention must again be drawn to the 
ruinous condition of Aston’s quay, which 
is now one of the most frequented places 
in the city. The quay is the terminus for 
most of the long-distance ‘bus traffic of 
the Great Southern Railways, and its 
condition is not such as will give visitors 
from the country a happy memory of 
Dublin. The greater part of the quay is 
filled with shops, the upper parts of which 
have been completely demolished, and only 
an attennated commercial section remain 
ing, and it is surely time that something 
were done to make the place more 
attractive to citizens and visitors alike. 
It is understood that the greatc> part of 
the ground is held by the Dublin Corpora- 
tion, and that there is some detailed 
scheme available for dealing with it. Some 
years ago there was such a scheme in 
which a new City Hall figured promi 
nentiv, and certainly such use of the site 
would do much to improve the prospect 
from ©’Connell Bridge. The site is reall; 
one of the best in the city for a public 
building of an imposing kind. but in the 
absence of such a building something 
should be done to give the place a better 
appearance.

The 
public clocks showed a fair response to 
the Summer Time Act, but there were a 
few delinquerits here and there, which 
served at any rate to remind citizens what 
the time should have been if that Act had 
never come into force. The measure, I 
should say, is much more popular in the 
city than in rural districts, where nature's 
laws must be more closely followed. 


Its Originator 


It is difficult to realise, perhaps, that 
the originator of this daylight saving 
scheme has been dead a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and that a much larger interval has 
elapsed since he first mooted the project 
which has since gained almost world-wide 
acceptance, though at the first it was 
received with much derision and strong 
opposition. Mr. William Willett had a 
reputation as a builder of beautiful model 
dwellinghouses, but will be chiefly remem- 
hered as the pioneer of *‘ daylight saving.”’ 
He is known to have conceived this idea 
when taking his usual morning ride on a 
Kentish common, and noting as he 
returned how many fine houses had their 
blinds still down on a fine, sunny morn- 
ing. But the “ Daylight Saving Bill,” 
though sponsored by influential members 
of the House of Commons, failed to pass. 
It became law, however, in 1916, as a pro- 
visional War measure. Its motive was to 
get people to go to bed an hour earlier and 
rise in the morning an hour earlier, and 
thus save fue] for lighting and heating. 
Nine years later the Summer Time Act, 
which had been renewed every yoar, was 
made fina! and permanent. 


SPREADING THE 
MOVEMENT ABROAD 


MISSIONARY EXHIBITION 
IN DUBLIN 


The Hibernian Church Missionary Society s 
Mansion House, Dublin, 
yesterday by Lieut.-Col. Lord 
Farnham, i) & (), (President oí the pociety). 
The Archbishop of Dublin presided. 

The Archbishop said that he had 
pleasure in opening this exhibition. He 
wished to acknowledge the enormous amount 
of work that the helpers had done. 

He said that the purpose of the exhibition 
was threefold—to kindle interest in those who 
had never been interested, to reawaken the 
interest of those who already had taken an 
interest, and to spread the movement abroad. 

Lord Farnham, before declaring the exhibi 
tion open, said that he would also hke to 
congratulate the promoters and organisers +! 
it, and also to thank them most warmly for 
their energy and enterprise in having brought 
it to Dublin. He enlarged the Archbishops 
theme of the exhibition's threefold purpose. 
In taking the first, those people who were 
inot interested, he said that it was mostly 
idue to ignorance, and not having any way ol 
jarousing their interest. In this exhibition 
there was an opportunity of coming into 
closer contact with overseas. 

There were exhibitions of interest from all 
Ber of the globe, and an interesting series 
of talks by those who had first-hand know. 
ledge of the various countries which were 
irepresented by the various shops in the hall. 
| Lord Farnham gave an example of the 
rapid growth of Christianity abroad, and in- 
istanced the case of China. In 1822 the Rev. 
IM. Milne prophesied that in 100 years there 
would be 1.000 Christians, and in 1922, jus’ 
100 vears after, there were no less than 
400,000 Protestant Christians in China. He 
hoped that those who were at the exhibiticn 
would take back something with them to 
young of their own parishes, to make them 
feel the sense of responsibility towards those 
who were preaching the Gospel abroad. 
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CHARTERED ACCOUNTANTS 
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At a meeting of the Dublin Society of 
Chartered Accountants, which was held at 
41.42 Dawgon street, Dublin, Mr. P. J. 
Purtill, F.C.A., gave a paper on “ Recent 
Changes in Income Tax Law and Practice 
in the Irish Free State,” and the Chairman of 
tá sii (Mr A. R. Ormsby, F.C.A.) pre- 
sided. 

Mr. Purtill, in the course of his address, 
referred to the changes im the income tax 
law which were affected by each of the 
Finance Acts from the formation of the Irish 
Free State. He made special reference to 
the changed method of assessing all invest- 
ment income from abroad under Case 3 of 
Schedule D., and the consequent abolition 
of Cases 4 and 5. He mentioned, among 
other changes which have taken place, the 
decrease in the exeruption limit of surtax 
from £2,000 to £1.500; also the recent exten- 
sion of the liability to excess profits duty, 
which renders present owners of businesses 
liable to the duty, even in certain cases 
where they were not owners of the business 
during the War years. Mr. Purtill also 
pointed out the provisions which rendered 
builders liable to income tax on the 
capitalised value of created ground rents. 

On the conclusion of the address the meet- 
ing was thrown open for discussion, and 
various points were raised by the members 
and students who were present.

of Switzerland. The French-speaking part is 
provided for by the station of Scttens, and 
the Italian part by Monte Ceneri. No town 
in Switeerland is of such importance and 
national character as to be able to take the 
leading position in the country. Such cities 
as Zurich, Berne, Basle, Geneva, Lausanne 
and Lugano constitute as many separate intel- 
lectual and artistic centres. This explains 
why, in a small country like Switzer- 
land, with only four milion  in- 
habitants, there is no central broadcasting 
office, bot six different studios. The 
sender of the group in Northern Switzerland. 
Beromiinster, is suvplied by the studios of 
Zurich, Berne and Basle. In French Switzer- 
land, the studies at Lausanne and (Geneva 
work for Sottens, and in Southern Switzer- 
land it is the studio at Lagano which sup- 
plies the Monte Ceneri station. Within each 
broadcasting group the mme is dis- 
tributed among the different studios, which 
independently arrange and carry out the 
part of the emission for Which they are 
responsible. 


THE VARIOUS STUDIOS 


The various studios, and the broadcastinz 
societies grouped around them, are affiliate 
te the Swiss Broadcasting Society, whose 
headquarters are at Berne and who have the 
supreme supervision of the programmes. 
Rapid technical progress makes it essential 
that the installations of the studios should 
eonstantly be brought up-to-date. And 
Switzerland, who, in matters of technic, may 
be placed among the most progressive <oun- 
tries of the world, may be relied for 
faithfully keeping up her reputation con- 
stantly introducing the most modern installa- 
tions. Thus, the studios of Zurich and 
Lausanne are housed in specially constructed 
buildings, considered to be models oj their

THE ACADEMIC OUTLOOK 


Dr. ROWLETTE (trimty College) said 
they had been accused of being over-academic 
in their arguments, but anyone who had 

ved to the previous debates on the topic 
must have been struck by the fact that the 
academic outlook was mainly on the part of 
the Vice-President, whose most recent speech 
was purely theoretical. The arguments he 
had used would have been very pertinent 
when the Constitution was being framed 
fourteen years ago, but were not pertinent 
to-day. He had made no attempt to show 
that University representation had damaged 
the House ir any way during the fourteen 
years it had existed in the Dail. He gave 
many theoretical reasons why one should not 
weigh the representation of certain groups in 
proportion to the representation of certain 
other groups 

The Vice-President had admitted that 
University representation had been useful, and 
had done no harm. It was possible he had 
at the back of his mind that that particular 
feature of the -Constitution might diminisi: 
the number of votes in favour oí the present 
Government But he did not think the Vice- 
President would openly admit that the bill 
had been put through so many stages in order 
simply to secure two or thrice votes for one 
side of the House. ; 

There seemed to be one point in the history 
of the University of Dublin which seemed to 
have been an unforgivable sin—that the 
representatives of that University did not 
come to occupy seats in the first Dail. Had 
it ever occurred to Deputy Donnelly that 
they had beer elected for an entirely different 
purpose !—that they were elected to take seats 
in another assembly Had they taken the 
seats in the Dail, did Deputy Donnelly not 
think they would be guilty of a breach of 
faith with those they represented’ He was 
quite aware that it might have been a useful 
precedent for another party. 


300 YEARS OLD PRIVILEGE 


The House was about to do a historic 
thing. They were dealing with a question 
that was not merely « question oi the last 
fou years. They were about to abolish 
the right or privilege that had been in the 
possession of one of the universities in this 
country for over three hundred years, and 
which had been exercised continuously to the 
advantage of public life in this country. 
Without division, the representatives in the 
Dail had decided that univergity representa- 
tion would be a feature of the Constitution, 
and the Minister must know very well now 
that it was ap anfair accusation. to make that 
the Constitution s “imposed” upon this 
country by another. He himself must have 
known that*the main features were drafted 
by a committee of Irishmen sitting in Dublin, 
and there was no influence whatever from 
inside in relation to university representa- 
tion. It was an ancient right, a right ex- 
opportumity arose. It was conferred by 
popular ap and a constituent assembly, 
and the only reason against it was, that it 
was anomalous from the purely a priori 
point of view The representation was granted 
on two grounds—to give an opportunity to 
the country to obtain the services of people 
likely to be able to give specific services 
which would not be obtainable readily by 
other means, and that it was giving repre- 
sentation to a certain class unlikely to 
obtain it otherwise. If that were thought 
necessary fourteen years ago it surely was 
necessary at the present time, since in two 
other respects the Constitution was being 
changed, and in both of them in a manner 
likely to interfere with the representation in 
ge life and the service given to public 
life. 

In adopting the present motion they were 


abolishing a very historic institution in the 
country, a feature of the Constitution since 
the country had a Constitution, and a feature 
of history in an earlier period. They were 
doing something more than depriving six 
persons of the privilege of sitting in the 
Dail—they were suggesting to those who 
sent these men there that their services were 
andesirable to the nation. He would not 
deny that university men would get a fair 
show as candidates in many of the con- 
stituencies in the country, but the Constitu- 
tion had provided a special channel by means 
of which their services might be made avail- 
able to the public life and the nation, and 
there were many who believed that the 
channel was beipg blocked from a wish to 
deter such men from giving their services to 
the nation in future. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL 
Mr. CONOR MAGUIRE, Attorney-General, 


said that it was his EE wey Universities, 

rticularly as far as graduates were con- 
sorbed. should be detached and aloof from 
the ordinary concerns of life, and particularly 
the political concerns. n revolutionary 
times students had led the van in extreme 
i movements, but he thought it would be 
agreed by all those who loo ed to universities 
to give particular training and development 
to the students that it would be very much 
better that there shculd be a calm atmosphere 
within the walls of the institute. The term 
University representation as interpreted dur- 
ing the debate was a misnomer. The Uni- 
versity representatives in the House were 
sent there, not by the officials and staffs of 
the Universities, but by graduates who had 
no longer any connection with the colleges. 

Deputy Rowlette had accused them of de- 
priving Trinity College of a sacred right 
that had been held by that College for 300 
ears. If the Deputy had troubled to study 
the history of University representation he 
would have discovered that it was an 
anachronism, an anomaly, which had sur- 
vived by some peculiar chance all the reforms 
which had been introduced with regard to 
representation in England and in this oy

ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 


Surely, he asked, if the functions for which

HOW THEY VOTED 


Professor W. E. THRIFT (Ind., Trinity 
College) said that, judging by the Vice-Pre- 
sident’s speech, he was not really trying to 
argue the case at all. He did not agree that 
University representation was undemocratic. 
The view that democracy was merely an 
equality of votes for all was a very poor 
definition of democracy. He thought that 
those speakers were nearer the truth who 
had said that the measure was introduce? 
because of the doings of the Trinity College 
representatives. The President himself several 
times had said that he had been disappointed 
with them. He thought the President had 
meant that he had ideas and schemes of 
policy which he wished to carry through, and 
which he thought would meet with the ap 
proval of the Trinity deputies. 

The President and Vice-President might 
have been disappointed with their action on 
certain occasions, and he was not saying that 
they acted wisely on every occasion, but he 
did claim that they acted according to what 
cere their belief at the time. But their 
motives were not party motives, and in that 
sense he claimed they had been independent. 
In their University they had never stood on 
party grounds; and in that respect the Uni- 
versity elections had been different from those 
in outside constituencies. 

It was not because he in the slightest 
degree claimed privilege that he protested 
against this measure. . He regarded uw as a 
mistake from the Government's point of view, 
because they were taking from the Universi- 
ties a sense ot their duty towards the country. 
He accepted it as an honour to be the repre- 
sentative of a University in that Dail, but 
he claimed also, no matter how University 
representation might or might not have failed, 
that it was a good thirg and an honour for 
the Parliament of the country to have re- 
presentation direct from the Universities 
amongst its members. It was not a privilege; 
it was a duty for them to play their part in 
the development of the country, and it was 
an advantage to the Parliament, on the other 
hand. to have its Universities taking ‘their 
part in the life of the country and in the 
work and spirit of the Parliament. 


MISSING THE POINT 


The Vice-President and Deputy Donnelly 
missed the point completely when they said 
that University men could get elected by 
going to outside constituencies. That was not 
the point. Men going to the University and 
taking their professions or degrees, and going 
out into the world, were not University 
men in the complete sense of the word. 
They could stand and get elected 
to that House in their professional 
capacities, but they would not get elected 
because of their University connections 
There was something different about those 
| who apent their whole lives in the univer- 
sities. He did not claim any privilege for 
the teaching, or professorial, or academic 
j class, but he thought there was something te 
be gained by having a certain amount of 
representation from those who had spent 
| their lives in the university faculties. By 
‘this motion they were proposing to take away 
from the universities this sense of duty ir 
that respect. Did they not think it unwise 
to do so at the present time? In years to 
| come, when their. present differences had 
become things of the past, he believed that, 
whether Fianna Fail or Fine Gaedheal was 
in power, it would like to get back the repre- 
sentation of their sabtienel universities, and 
he used the word ‘“‘national”’ designedly. 
One thing that universities did, above every- 
thing else, was that they enabled men to look 
at and appreciate the point of view even of 
those with whom they differed. Qn that 
ground alone, they were making a mistake 
in- passing this motion. 

i There was another reason why they were 
j making a serious mistake in passing the 
resolution at present. It was not long ago 
since their Vice-President had spoken on 
the manner in which Archbishop Cation had 
appealed to his people to try and get an 
increased feeling of responsibility for playing 
their part in the country’s affairs. He 
thought that the Vice-President appreciated 
the Archbishop’s appeal. He thought it was 
unfortunate, therefore, that, at a time 
when they were making an effort 
to bring themselves and their people into 
the position of doing as much as they could 
and of showing themselves determined to 
take a part in the life oí the country that the 
Government should set themselves out te 
make it almost impossible to take a real part. 
in the development of the life of the country. 


LAST LINK OF UNITY 


Although elected by a smal) number of 
electors, the representatives of Trinity Col- 
lege were very largely the representatives in 
in that House of a much wider section of the 
community who would haye no chance at al) 
of getting a right to express themselves ex 
cept through their University representatives. 

By passing that Tesolution they would not 
only, as Dr. Rowlette said, snap the last link 
of unity of one Parliament and one Ireland. 
but they would intensify that feeling of hope- 
lessness, and create in the minds of the 
minority, for whom he spoke, a feeling that 
it was impossible to do anything by reason 
of the smallness of their numbers in any par- 
ticular area. Their numbers were so small in 
any district that they would be virtually dis- 
franchised. Except for one or two cases, 
there would not a single voice to speak 
for them in that Dail when their University 
representatives were no longer there. 

Recently the President in that House ha: 
expressed disappointment at the attitude of 
the members from Trinity College. What 
the President had in mind, he felt, was that 
they should have sapported certain schemes 
which they did not support. But the reason 
was perfectly clear. Those schemes were all! 
based on an economic policy which, rightly 
or wrongly, they believed was erroneous, and 
would nitimately lead to harm rather than 
good. They might be right or wrong, but 
that was their view, and if they had not ex- 
pressed their view, either by word or vote. 
he thought the President would have a great 
deal more reason to be ne m4 in them. 
because one thing he had claimed, and still 
claimedy was that they had never given a 
vote, except when they were convinced that 
it was the right course for them to take in 
that particular way.

THE GOVERNMENT'S PLANS

They are here to 
bear witness of the fact that we are a 
tolerant people; they are here to bear witness 
of the fact that Home Rule does not mean 
Rome Rale; and, is it for the good of this 
country and for the good of our own minds, 
and is it likely to make a good impression on 
the North that we should banish them from 
our counsels? I srggest that it is an act of 
arrant folly, and shows an extraordinary lack 
of imagination and patriotism.”’ 

Mr. FRAZER-BROWNE /(F.F., Sligo-

represented by the members of the Dail. 

Mr. J. M. DILLON (U.L, Dongal) said 
that there was only one reason fer the bill, 
and that was to buttress up the crumbimg 
majority ot the Fianna Fail Party.

Was there sufficient generosity left in the 
people of this country, he asked, to give 
uatha to those who differed either in 
religion or politics from the rest of the 
country.

Time would 
settle that question, as it had settled it in 
other countries, but he would not have. a 
reuttion on anything in the nature of a bait 
that. would be in the nature of a political 
attraction. The recent bill introduced made 
representation for those people practically im 
possible.

To say that the new Flax Bill fore- 
shadows the growth of another “ spoon- 
fed ” industry would be a little unkind, 
though it is true that the Free State 
manufacturer and producer now are being 
fostered with almost ridiculous care by

The bill, which passed its 


second reading in the Dáil last night, 
seems to be comprehensive, and it holds 
out so many inducements that flax-growing 
in this part of Ireland is bound to be 
encouraged. Again, the Government is to 
use the system of bounties and guaranteed 


from bottles, but they continued with the 
job, as all good tin plate workers do, hop- 
ing, probably without much interest, that 
the unreason of their lords and masters 
in the course of time would pass. Now, 
however, they have been told that they 
must buy their beer in the very cans they 
made themselves, in order to encourage 
people in other districts to abandon the 
bottle and to adopt this novel method 
of obtaining drink. The workers do 
not like it much, and, indeed, the 
scheme is so revolutionary that we cannot 
find it in our heart to blame them. You 
cannot separate bottles from drink: They 
have been together too long, and. around 
their union has grown up a web of tradi- 
tion that it would be almost sacrilegious to 
break. The soldierly rows of the standard 
brands of beer ranged before’ the mirrors 
in the publican’s house are a spectacle of 
which patrons never must be deprived. To 
them ever must remain the slight and 
exciting effort of drawing the cork, and 
the musical noise of its capitulation. Beer 
cans might be arranged in rhythmic 
array, and some small entertainment 
drawn from the tin-opener, but it would 
not be the same. Always the sensation 
would linger that one was buying pressed 
beef or tinned peaches ; and, with the dis- 
appearance of the word “ bottle,” the 
dangerous indulgence of drinking would 
become a mere transaction across the 
counter of the grocer’s shop.

The chief value of university representa- 
tion is that it permits a voice to the 
intellectual professions—a voice which, in 
the present state of Ireland, they cannot 
hope to obtain otherwise. On that account 
chiefly we deplore this bill. The abolition 
of the university seats, however, involves 
other and, perhaps, equally grave dis- 
advantages. It will deprive an important 
body of Irishmen of the sole remaining 
means through which they can make their 
voice heard in the Free State. We dislike 
the term, “ ex-Unionists,”’ inasmuch as it 
is based upon a negation; but, bad or 
good, it stands for seven per cent. of the 
Free State's population, and includes 
many of the State’s most highly-valued 
citizens. According to Mr. de Valera and 
his Ministers, the ex-Unionists will have 
exactly as much opportunity of election to 
Dáil Eireann, in the ordinary con- 
stituencies, as any other citizens. Mr. 
de Valera and his Ministers know that 
this plea is untrue. It does not matter 
that an ex-Unionist has been a loyal 
citizen of the Free State since its begin- 
nings, that his private achievements have 
brought honour upon the community, that 
he possesses a deep and sincere desire to 
serve his fellow-citizens in the councils of 
the nation. What does matter is that he 
was not in the General Post Office during 
Easter Week. There are thousands of men 
in Ireland to-day who were loyal to the 
Union with England and lamented the 
Rising of 1916, but since that time have 
become nationalists in the highest and 
most honourable sense.

DEFINITE check to the Italian 
advance on the northern front is 
claimed in reports reaching Addis Ababa 
from Warra Hailu, 120 miles from the 
capital on the route to Dessie. Troops of 
the Crown Prince, Asfou Wassan, are 
stated to have repulsed repeated Italian 
attacks and to have thrown them back 
from the Tarmabir Mountain, north of 
Warra Hailu. 

The Crown Prince arrived in Addis 
Ababa yesterday to help in organising the 
defence of the capital. 

Yesterday’s Italian communiqué states 
that the advance in the south has carried 
the Libyan column nearly 100 miles from 
its starting point. These troops are now 
near the western end of the system of en. 
trenchments, which the Abyssinians are 
reported to have built to bar the way to 
Harrar and Jijiga. 


ITALIANS FLEE 


The Italian forces made repeated 
assaults on the Tarmabir, a steep moun- 
tain rising from the Sholameda plain, 
according to an Addis Ababa message. The 
road from Dessie climbs over this 
mountain in a series of gradients, with 
hair pin bends. Three times, it is stated. 
the * the Prince s guards threw back the 
enemy, inflicting serious losses, and finally 
forcing them to. give up the attempt to 
take the mountain. 

Then at nightfall the Ethiopian force is 


| claimed to have worked its way by almost 


inaccessible goat-paths round the side of 
the mountain and attacked the Italian 
force in the rear. The Italians are said 
to have broken and fled, leaving a portable 
radio outfit and a large number of rifles. 

Italian ‘planes flew yesterday over 
Ancober, 85 miles to the north-west of 
Addis Ababa, which was the first town of 
the great Emperor Menelik. The ’planes 
showered down leaflets, promising that the 
town would be liberated within two days 
The Galla population was urged by these 
pamphlets not to resist when the Italians 
came 

The panic caused by reports that the 
Italians were approaching Addis Ababa 
has died down. This was clearly shown 
when yesterday morning’s train for 
cy left with fewer passengers than 
usual. 


NEGRO AIRMAN LEAVES 


J. €. Robinson, the American negro 
aviator—the last of the American negroes 
who came to aid Abyssinia—left by the 
train for London, where, he says, he has 
a mission to fulfil on behalf of the Abys- 
sinian Government before leaving for 
America. 

It is ramoured in Rome that the Italian 
advance guards are within fifty miles of 
Addis Ababa, along the direct road. An- 
other rumour says that they are also in 
the neighbourhood of Aneober, along the 
more southerly road. 

Tremendous demonstrations will be 
staged throughout Italy when the fall of 
Addis Ababa is announced. 

Yesterday's communiqué in Rome savs: 

“Om the Somali Front our troops are 
advancing all along the line, sod have 
reached localities about 150 kilométres 
(95 miles) distant from their startin 
point. Our columns yesterday hair 
Dukun (40 miles south of Daggah Modo), 
dispersing enemy rearguards.

WEAPON FOUND IN 
BARRACK 


BELFAST SHOOTING 
SEQUEL

BELFAST, Wednesday. 


HE firing of several revolver shots in 
Divis street, Belfast, last Saturday 
night had a sequel in the Belfast Custody 
Court to-day, when the hearing was 
resumed of the charge against three men 
of attempted murder of a person, or 
persons, unknown. The accused men are 
Walter Bell. Wellwynne street, Beliast ; 
Herbert Maule, Mossvale street, and 
Joseph Harper, Bracken street. 
Constable Norris said that when he saw 
a man run after the shots being fired he 
followed and arrested Harper. When 
witness said ‘‘ We are going to investigate 
this shooting,’’ Harper said “ I am only 
going home.” Opposite Townsend Street 
Church the prisoners, Bell and Maule, ran 
up and asked "' Where ate you taking our 
chum to!” Witness replied: ‘‘ We are 
taking him to the barrack to investigate 
this shobdting.’’ Bell said “ We wont 
allow you to take him to the barrack.’”’ A 
woman told him not to interfere, and Bell 
said “ I know who did the shooting.’’ The 
attitude of Bell and Maule was hostile. 


SEARCHED 

Witness told them to come to the 
barrack, as they said they could prove 
Harper's innocence. They followed witness 
to’ Hastings Street Barrack, “where 
Sergeant Brian searched Harper s pockets. 
Nothing incriminating was found. When 
Bell was asked. for his name he first said 
“Herbert Maule,’’ and then “ Herbert 
Johnston,” of 29 Malvern street. Bell 
gave Maule’s name properly. The three 
prisoners seemed to have drink taken. 

Proceeding, witness said that at 1.25 
a.m., when witness was alone in the guard- 
room with Harper, he saw the muzzle of a 
large Webley revolver protruding from the 
inside of Harper’s coat. It showed as 
Harper moved his body. Witness waited 
for a time to see if another policeman 
would enter, and then he brought a 
sergeant and a constable. No one entered 
the room while witness was out of it. 

Constable M‘Cue and witness searched 
Harper, but no revolver was found on 
him. His position at the table was 
changed on witness’s return. Behind some 
boxes in the room Sergeant Brian found a 
revolver about three feet from where 
Harper had been sitting. The muzzle was 
similar to that which witness had seen in 
Harper's coat. There were four spent 
cartridges in the revolver and one ive 
round. Three of the spent cartridges 
were to the right of the hammer, one 
opposite it, and the live round was to the 
left of the hammer. 

Before witness had noticed the revolver 
Harper said “ It was company got me into 
this.” 

After further evidence the accused men 
were remanded until Tuesday.

HE British Budget, regarded as 
tangible proof that Britain is re 
ayming in earnest, appeals to France par- 
ticularly as a typical display of grit and 
foresight. No country desires a strong 
Britain more than does France. To the 
French mind the low level to which 
Britain has allowed her armaments to 
drop, out of a respectable but misguided 
idealism, is responsible for much of the 
German and Italian pushfulness. 

Now Britain has awakened from her 
dream, it is felt. 

The heavy sacrifice which the British 
taxpayer is called on to make is appre- 
ciated as the price of arrears, with 
interest. This is the burden of the 
principal leader in the Temps to-night. 

Blindly playing the disarmament card 
has cost Britain dearly, it adds. ‘The 
whole drama is there. For twelve years 
and more pacifist theorists tried to per- 
suade the British nation that disarmament 
was enough in itself on which to found 
lasting peace. 

The weakening of the British land, sea 
and air forces are at the back of Europe’s 
troubled state to-day. Twelve years of 
facile illusions and loss of strength have 
levied a heavier toll on British prestige 


and influence in the world than a lost 
battle 


GENEVA SEQUEL! 


ROME, Wednesday. 

Mr. Chamberlain presents the British 
taxpayer with the bill for Mr. Eden’s 
anti-Italian policy, declares the Italian 
Press, commenting on the tax increases in 
the British Budget. 

Signor Virginio Gayda, in the Gior- 
nale d'Italia this evening, argues that 
Britain should not regard her setback on 
the Abyssinian question as a blow to her 
prestige or to her vital interests. No one 
in Italy thinks that the British nation 
can be offended by justice being done to 
Italy. The life and the work of the 
British nation are altogether above “a 
little Abyssinian colonial affair.” 

Signor Gayda’s argument is at the con- 
clusign of a long attack on British sanc- 
tionists for attempting to maintain an 
anti-Italian front. 


“FEEBLE AND 
DISHONEST” 


FOREIGN POLICY THE 
BUDGET’S CAUSE 


Mr. C. HE. Attlee, leader of the Opposi- 
tion, in a broadcast last night, described 
the Budget as “ the natural result of the 
feeble and dishonest foreign policy pur- 
sued by the Government, which has con- 
tributed so largely to the drift of the 
world to anarchy and war. 

‘The Government has now resulved to 
enter upon an arms race, and the people 
will have to pay for their mistake in be- 
lieving that it could be trusted to carry 
ont a policy of peace. . » This is a 
war Budget. 

‘During the last “tour years the 
burden of taxation has been steadily 
shifted from direct to indirect—which 
means, broadly speaking, from the rich 
to the poor and the middle class. After 
four and a half years of National Govern- 
mient the nation, with a debt of seven 
thousand eight hundred millions—the 
legacy of past wars—is to spend a quarter 
of its revenue on preparing for the next.” 


NECESSITIES 
Opinion at Westminster on the Budget 
was less inclined to be critical yesterday. 
Members had recovered from the shock 


of surprise with which they heard the an- 


nouncement of the increases in income tax 
and tea duty, and were more disposed to 
recognise the necessities of the situation 
created by the defence programme. 

Mr. Lloyd George made the following 
comment :—*‘ If you are going to have in- 
creased armaments you must pay for 


them.”

SANCTIONS | 


FRANCE AND 
AUSTRALIA ? 
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MANY QUESTIONS FOR 
MR. EDEN 


——— 


N the Housé of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
Eden, Foreign Secretary, replying to 
Mr, Vyvyan Adams (Conservative), who 
asked what League action was proposed in 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute after the new 
intensification by Italy of her aggression, 
said that the League Council has passed 
a resolution which expressed regret that 
the effort at conciliation made by the Com- 
mittee of Thirteen had not succeeded ; that 
in these circumstances it had not been 
or to bring about a cessation of 
ostilities, and that the war was continu- 
ing under conditions which had been 
declared contrary to the Covenant. 

He wished to add that the Comthittee of 
Experts set up by the Committee of 
Eighteen—the Sanctions Committee—had 
been meeting in Geneva to consiler reports 
on the working of existing sanctions with a 
view to their more effective application. 
The information available showed that the 
effect of existing sanctions was becoming 
increasingly severe. 

Mr. Adams asked whether the Foreign 
Secretary thought the existing sanctions 
were sufficiently severe to prevent the com- 
plete military success of the aggressor. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Eden—‘‘ That must be a matter of 
Opinion.”’ 


MORE TRADE WITH ITALY 


Mr. Will Thorne (Labour)—“ Has con- 
sideration been given to the fact that 
Australia is doing more trade with Italy 
now than ever? ”’ 

Mr. Eden replied that he was not aware 
whether that information was correct. 

Mr. Wedgwood (Labour) asked why the 
Foreign Secretary had not pressed for 
further sanctions, and also wished to know 
what Powers of the League were prepared 
to back further sanctions. 

Mr. Eden—‘‘ The statement I made at 
the Council table clearly states the view 
of the Government. I do not think at the 
moment that it would be in the interests 
of collective action or of the League, or in 
the interests of anyone else, if I were to 
go beyond that.’’ (Ministerial cheers.) 

Mr. Mander—‘‘ Does the Foreign Secre- 
tary think that France is carrying out 
loyally the present sanctions? ”' 

Mr. Eden—‘‘I think questions which 
affect other Governments in that way 
really should not be put.”’ 

Mr. Lewis (Conservative) asked whether 
he would consider the advisability of 
publicly laying before the League our own 
proposals, so that the whole world might 
see who desired to make collective security 
effective, and who by delay desired tho 
contrary 

Mr. Eden did not reply. 


VIOLATIONS 


Mr. Eden, replying to Mr. 
ami Lieutenant - Commander Fletcher 
(Labour), said the action which the 
League of Nations had taken with regard 
to the alleged violation of the laws of 
war on either side in the Italo-Abyssinian 
war was set out in various documents. So 
far, the attempt to obtain information 
from the International Red Cross had 
been unsuccessful. Regarding the al- 
leged use of poison gas, the Committee of 
Thirteen had addressed a communication 
to the Italian Government that its use 
could not be justified as a punishment for 
military atrocities alleged by that Govern- 
ment to’ have been committed by its ad- 
versary. 

Mr. Wedgwood (Labour) pointed out 
that when we fought in East Africa dur- 
ing the War we refused to allow the use 
of poison gas or bombs, because they were 
unfair to.the natives and Germans in the 
colonies. 

Mr. Eden, in reply to Mr. McGovern 
(LL.P.), said that, so far as he was 
aware, no complaint had been addressed 
|} to the League by the Netherlands, or any 
other Government, concerning the attack 
made by rebellious tribesmen on the ad- 
vanced section of the Dutch ambulance 
with the Ethiopian forces on the Northern 
Front, at the end of February or early 
in March. So far as he was aware, 
everything possible was being done by the 
Ethiopian Government to provide ade- 
quate protection, in case of need, for 
British ambulances serving with their 
forces.

A DIFFERENCE 


Mr. McGovern further asked whether 
the League had inquired into Italy’s pro- 
test concerning an attack by Abyssinians 
on Italian civilian road workers, when 68 
of the party were killed and mutilated, 
among the victims being Signora Rocca, 
wife of the road engineer. He also asked 
whether the League had completed in- 


atrocities against Italian workmen. 

Mr. Eden replied that the allegations 
referred to were among those reported to 
the League. He did not know whether the 
allegations referred to were correct or not, 
but it was important that distinction 
should be drawn between individual acts 
of barbarism and alleged actions by the 
High Command. 

Mr. Cocks (Labour) asked the Foreign 
Secretary whether, in view of the various 
treaties and agreements that had been 
broken by the Italian Government, in- 
cluding the Geneva protocol against the 
use of poison gas, the Government would 
withdraw the British Ambassador from 
Rome. 

Mr. Eden—‘“ No. An individual 
initiative of the nature proposed would 
not be in accordance with the policy of His 
Majesty’s Government towards the Italo- 
Ethiopian dispute, which is based on 
collective action through the League of 
Nations.”’ 

Mr. Boothby (Conservative)—‘‘ Can we 
have an assurance that there is no founda- 
tion for the rumour that there has been 
an estrangement between ourselves and 
France recently in regard to this 
question ?”’ 

No reply was given.

MENACE IN THE 
NEAR EAST 


EGYPT TALKS OF 
WAR 
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ITALY UPSETS THE 
BALANCE OF POWER

JOURNALIST TELLS OF 
COMPLICATIONS 


‘sTTALY has completely. upset the 
balance of power in the Near East: 
British possessions and protectorates are 
menaced on every hand by Italian ‘forces 
in the Eastern end of the Mediterranean : 
the Suez Canal zone and the area all about 
it, including Egypt, the Sudan, Palestine, 
Arabia, the Yemen and British Somali- 
land al! are centres which are feeling the 
repercussions of the Italo-Abyssinian con- 
flict. It would be a wise man who would 
sav what the outcome may be,” 
So said Mr. Vincent Sheean, the Ameri- 
can writer and author in a special inter- 
view with the Jrish Times last 1.ght. 
Mr. Sheean, with his wife (formerly Miss 
Diana Forbes Robertson, daughter of the 
famous actor, and sister of the almost 
equally famous actress, Miss Jean Forbes 
Robertson), has arrived in Dublin direct 
from Egypt and Palestine, and is to make 
a six months’ sojourn here. Aged thirty- 
six, he has packed into three dozen years 
more adventure than comes into the lifs 
of a dozen ordinary men. 3 
Most Irish people are already familiar 
with Mr. Sheean’s name, principally 
hecause of his vivid dispatches from the 
Riff country, when, some years ago, Abdel 
Krim was defying the might of Primo de 
Rivera’s legions in Morocco. Since then 
he has startled the reading public on 
both sides of the Atlantic with his out- 
spoken record of modern world troubles, 
entitled ‘‘In Search of History —an 
epitome of current happenings in China, 
Russia, America, Western Europe and the 
Holy Land, all written from the stand- 
point of a journalist on the spot. 


IN THE ARAB COUNTRIES 


From his latest experiences Mr. Sheean 
last night spoke vividly of the drama that 
is at present being enacted across every 
inch of the tawny leagues of sand and 
rock in the Arab countries along the 
Mediterranean seaboard. 

In Egypt, he said, the talk of war 
between Britain and Italy has been the 
uppermost topic of conversation for seven 
months. The Egyptians themselves are, 
and will be, pro-British if it comes to a 
point, for they have no love for the 
Italians—or, at any rate, the Italhans 
that they are used to in the principal 
1 towns. Day by day in the 
bazaars, the market places, the cafés and 
the coffee-shops the talk is of “ How many. 
troops are needed to defend the borders 
against Tripoli? How many for the 
Canal ? How quickly can the Camel 
Corps be mobilised? What is the flying 
range of the Italian bombers ?’’ 

The British Fleet. immense in its im- 
mobility, is still concentrated at 
Alexandria. .In the Western desert 
British troops are drawn up in lines 
against Tripoli. Military manceuvres are 
daily occurences in the sand dunes along 
the Canal. Cairo has, from the start of 
hostilities, been the jumping-off place for 
journalists. red cross workers, and all 
others who wanted to get to the 
Abyssinian front. Day by day stragglers 
of various sorts are coming back there, 
and the whole atmosphere is charged as 
with electricity. 


PALESTINE 


In Palestine, continued Mr. Sheean, 
complications caused by European affairs 
are even greater. The Hitler edict 
against the Jews has caused a wave of 
Zionist immigrants to swamp the prin- 
cipal towns and cities. These newcomers, 
unlike the old Chaluzim ,pioneers), who 
were glad to toil with hands in the ficlds, 
are causing great worry to the authorities, 
and the recent influx has intensified the 
Arab hatred of those who, in fulfilment 
of the Balfour Declaration of 1917. would 
seek a national home for the Jews. 

Both Egypt and Palestine, since the 
dawn of history, have commanded the 
Eastern Mediterranean. They are the 
piers of the gateway between the East 
and the West. The focal point of the 
powers international situation is not in 
sndon, ‘nor yet Paris, Berlin, Rome, or 
Geneva. It is here. 

Mr. Sheean, who was born in Illinois, 
is, as his name implies, of Irish descent. 
His grandparents went to the vcnited 
States from this island in or about the 
famine year of 1848. He has come back 
to the land of his forebears to write a 
book, under contract for British and 
American publishers, on Ireland. His 
latest work, “San Felice,”” a story of 
the unsuccessful Neopolitan revolution of 
the Jacobins against the Bourbons, will 
appear shortly. |

A BETTER PEACE 
SYSTEM

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article :—Yesterday’s Cabinet meeting gave 
Mr. Eden an opportunity of reporting to 
his colleagues upon the latest decisions cf 
the League Council, and upon the further 
decisions which may be required of it 
when it next meets. By that date May 
1i—the French elections will be over. At 
the moment the intentions of the French 
electorate are concealed under an appear- 
ance of apathy, but the hope—though it 
cannot be a certainty—is that before the 
next meeting of the Council France may 
have given, for better or worse, a clear 
mandate on the cardinal issue which 1s 
now virtually in suspense: Is unprovoked 
aggression and the wilful levying of war, 
especially by a member of the League 
aceinet a fellow-member, compatible with 
the Covenant or not; and, if not, is it 
French policy to share to the full in 
effective measures of resistance? Or are 
there circumstances in which it is safe and 
politic to condone the wholesale demolition 
of treaties that inconveniently restram 
destruction and bloodshed, indiscriminate 
bombing, poisoning by gas, and the seizure 
of territory? Upon the answer to 
these questions the British public will 


welcome plain enlightenment, whatever its 
tenor may be. Its own mind, at least, is! 
made up. A by no means negligible frac- 
tion of French opinion, if rightly inter- 
preted by its Press, is apparently shocked | 
that British opinion should have rallied | 
so firmly to the Covenant—though it has 
been able to take almost for granted 
British fidelity to obligations as repre- 
sented in the Staff Talks. 

A better peace system, however accom- 
plished—though certainly not by sub- 


servience to Power politics—will remain a 
guiding purpose of British public opinion 
and national policy, adds The Times. 
While both require, in these coming 
weeks, persistence to the last in the 
endeayogr to discharge the trust com- 
mitted to all the signatories of the 
Covenant. there is other work for peace to 
be done nearer home—work in which this 
country has a direct and unquestioned 
interest. The German and the French 

plans lie upon the table.. Both call 
for elucidation, both entail tests of 
policy and intention, and neither, by 


| Secretary and Director of the International 


itself, contains all the terms of a settle- 
ment. It is inevitable that there should 
be delay before the long course of negotia- 
tion opens, if only again because the 
French elections stop the way. But certain 
reliminary duties of investigation have 
gá by its own wise and successful 
request, laid upon the British Govern- 
ment. The Government need be in no fear 
that it will outstrip public support in 
setting about them. Opinion is already 
ahead of the Government in the vigour 
of its desire to see the earliest and most 
energetic possible moves to hold and 
exploit by far the largest opportunity of 
re-settlement in Europe which has offered 
itself since inconclusive treaties failed 
seventeen years ago to bring about the 
appeasement of France and Germany.

Glove-making had proved to be most suit- 
able work for girl-patients and trainees, who 
as a rule showed but little difficulty in adapt- 
ing themselves to the operation of machine 
etitching and hand-stitching.

ASCERTAINING THE VALUE 


Some time about the month of June growers 
would make a return to the Department of 
Agriculture, stating the scutch mill,to which 
they proposed to send their flax and the 
amount of flax they had grown. At that 
stage the Department might direct certain 
growers not to send their flax to the scutch 
mill named, if they were of opinion that too 
many growers were selecting a particular mill 
When the @ax was delivered to the scuteh 
mill it would be inspected by an inspector, 
who would value the flax, and that would 
be the ascertammed value. Having, all the 
retarns from the inspectors, the Department 
would then find out the average ascertained 
value of the flax in the Free State, and if the 
ascertained value was less than the standard 
price fixed by the Executive Council the 
dierence would be made up to the grower by 
the Department. No flax would be taken into 
account which was below a certam standard, 
as they could not have the value depressed by 
exceedingly bad flax. 

He wanted to make it clear that there 
would be no interference with flax-growing in 
districts outside the three counties named, 
and no mterference with any grower growing 
more than was allocated to him. It was pos- 
sible that a grower might be allocated 90 
stones, and that he might grow 120 stones. 
In doing that he would be doing nothing 
illegal, but he would only be guaranteed the 
price on the 90 stones. 

This bill meant an insurance to growers; 
what the Government proposed was to guar- 
antee the grower for the allocated amount. 


THE SCUTCHERS 


Mr. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said that 
he should have thought that the Minister 
would look at the matter rather more from 
the point of view of promoting flax growing 
in those areas in the country where there 
were scutch mills operating. One of the 
great difficulties in the way of growing flax 
in of the country was that the scutch 
milis had been allowed to close down. The 
result was that scutchers who were highly 
skilled workers were becoming rare. They 
should try to preserve this very expert and 
skilled trade that used to exist in scattered 
areas through the country.

THE GROWING AREA 


Mr. O'DONOVAN (U.I., Cork W.) said 
that it was a pity that the Minister was 
curtailing the area in which flax would be 
grown, He believed that farmers in other 
parts of the country should be encouraged 
to grow the crop, especially those of West 
Cork and Mayo. 

Why, he asked, not try ‘to make flax the 
national crop of the country, and develop 
the production of linen again. A spinning 
factory would give more employment than 
any other type of factory, and if the in- 
dustry were properly developed, it would 
aber all the unemployed in two Years. 

They should start at home and insist on 

the use ‘df limen, instead of paper serviettes 
in Leinster House restaurant, and provide for 
the use by manufacturers of a percéntage 
of Irish linen in. men’s collars. Were Irish 
people compelled to wear Irish linen the in- 
dustry would soon be put on a strong footing. 
Mr. D. MacMENAMIN (U.I.4 Donegal) 
said that the growing, cultivation and hand- 
ling of flax was one of the most difficult jobs 
on the farm.. He did not want to give the 
false impression that simply by. passing 
this bill the farmers would have nothing to 
do but grow flax. for which they would have 
an enormous market. There had been happen- 
ings internationally during the last twelve 
months in this matter of flax growing, A 
year ago the price was £20 a ton, but then 
Russia with her enormous resources had 
entered into the growing and manufacture of 
flax, and -had prohibited the export of flax 
except at a price that made it impossible for 
outside manufa@turers to handle. 
Irish farmers would find a very lim#ited 
market. Farmers in the North of Ireland had 
found a special outlet in the manufacture of 
eeroplane linen. He reminded the House 
that in the three years after 1920 the growers 
in Donegal had lost on their flax crops all 
the profits they had made during the war 
years. 


A FRIENDLY WARNING 


Mr. CORRY (F.F., East Cork). said that 
he objected to such areas as West Cork, 
which had a tradition for flax gro 
Cork and part of East Cork being excluded 
from the scope ofthe bill.

QUESTION OF GERMAN 
LOAN 


Dr. Dalton (Labour) said that there 
were some very disquieting rumours going 
about the City of London regarding some 
intended German loan, as a result of 
which Germany was to be relieved by 
some financial operation of the more 
serious and pressing consequences of her 
own action. It was notorious that in 
the City there was much pro-German sen- 
timent. “I say, as strongly as [ may,” 
he added, “ that the Government should 
give a definite declaration, not only that 
they do not favour money being lent to 
Germany at this time, but that they will 
take whatever steps are necessary to stop 
money being lent to Germany. They may 
be sure that if special legislation is neces- 
sary to prevent money being lent to 
Germany, we on this side of the House 
will put no obstacle in their way.” 

Mr. W. S. Morrison, (Financial Secre- 
tary to the Treasury), winding up the 
debate for the Government. said that there 
had been very little attempt made to 
impugn the financial structure of the 
Budget. There was no foundation. he 
said, for the rumour of a loan by Great 
Britain to the German Government or the 
German banks. He answered a question 
on this subject in the House on March 
25 last, and the position remained the 
same now ás then. 

The Budget had to be considered as 
against a background of the national 
necessity of improving the defences of the 
country. There was no excuse for cavill- 
ing at the efforts of the Government to 
secure its defences. The international 
situation was not the result of the will of 
any one Government in this country, but 
the result of the wills existing on the 
Continent of Europe. The last election 
gave the Government a mandate to repair 
the deficiencies in our defences, and it 
was on that assumption that the Budget 
must be assessed, weighed and criticised.

The hearing of five 5 sa As po for rever- 
sionary leases under the 


0 Connell street, Dublin, concluded yesterday. 
The premises in question were Nos. 5, 6, 
and 8 Upper O'Connell street. 

In his opening statement with respect to 
No. 8 Upper O Connell street, Mr. J. Cos- 
tello, K.C., who, with Mr. I. J. Kelly (in- 
structed by Messrs. Sheridan and Kenny), 
appeared for Mr. J. W. McGrath, Rathmines 
road, applicant, said that the premises were 
120 years old in 1916, when they were either 
blown down or burnt down in the rising and 
left a mass of ruins. The premises were re- 
built, a new modern structure taking the place 
of the old. 

The respondents, Colonel R. Morris 
Campbell, Strawberry Hill, Twickenham, and 
the representatives of William Crosby, de- 
ceased, pleaded that the lease under which 
the aphcant claimed to hold was neither a 
building lease nor a proprietary lease within 
the meaning of the Landlord and Tenant Act, 
1951. Mr. McGrath's predecessor was in 
possession when the premises were destroyed 
in 1916. They were subsequently recon- 
structed at a cost of £5,000, half of which 
was a Government grant and the other half 
borrowed from the Dublin Corporation under 
the provisions of the Dublin Reconstruction 
Act, 1916. 

The judge decided that the lease c* 1790 
became a building lease; that the premises 
were so remstated, and that Mr. McGrath 
was entitled to a reversionary lease. He 
fixed the rent at £125, and directed Colonel 
Campbell to Pay one-fourth of Mr. McGrath’s 
costs and one-fourth of the costs to the fee- 
simple owners. 

In — of No. 7 Upper O'Connell street, 
Canon Hayes and others claimed to be en- 
titled to a reversionary lease as successors of 
the lessee’s interest under a lease of 1789. 
and Messrs. Donnelly and another also 
claimed to be entitled to a reversionary lease 
as owners of the lessee’s interest under a 
lease made by Canon Hayes’ predecessors to 
Mr. Lawrence in 1910. The premises were 
reconstructed in 1918. 

The ‘judge held that the lease of 1910 
became a building lease on the reinstatement 
of the premises in 1918 and that Messrs. 
Donnelly were entitled to a reversionary 
lease. The rent to be paid under the 
lease was to be £190, being the same as 
the rent payable undédr the lease of 1910. 
It was directed that Canon Hayes and others 
pay one-fourth of Messrs. Donnelly’s costs 
and one-fourth of the costs of the fee-simple 
owners. 

The fee-simple owners, with respect to the 
premises, Nos. 5 and 6 Upper O'Connell 
street, admitted that Messrs. Donnelly were 
entitled to a reversionary lease as owners of 
the lessee’s interest under the lease of 1789. 

The Court fixed the rent under such lease 
at £187 10s., each party to pay its own costs. 

The rent payable under the lease of 1789 
for all four houses was £110 (Irish).

THE MUNSTER SCHEME 
EXPLAINED

In yesterday's issue I referred to the 
scheme sponsored by John Burke at the 
meeting in Mallow of the Munster Branch of 
the G.U.L., lr proposed replace the 
Senior Cup and Barton Shield by a series 
of matches between teams from the four 
provinces. 

I based my remarks on information sup- 
plied to me at Rosses Point by one who took 
& prominent part in the discussion at Mal- 
low, and who should have had hig facts 
correctly. Yesterday evening, however, I 
had a conversation with another delegate to 
the meeting, who placed an entirely different 
complexion on the subject. And, of course, 
I avail myself of the first opportunity to put 
the matter right. 


A THREE-DAY MEETING 


According to the Munster plan, there is 
no intention whatsoever to interfere with 
either the Senior Cup or the Shield. Indeed, 
any “us map to change the conditions would 
be stern é resisted even by the Munater clubs 
concerned in the competitions. 

The Burke plan was not accepted, but 
an alternative one was adopted. It is to 
come before a special meeting of the Central 
Council, and it has such influential backing 
in each province that in al) probability it 
will be approved.
